It was found at lost night's nieetlUK 
that the telephone company now had 
in U8C 1269 telephones und that under 
their franchise they were permitted to 
increase their rates 60 cents per suh- 
scTiber when they should baTS reached 
IL'DO subscribers. It was taken for 

anted that this was the case and 
that the council need take no action on 
the proposed increase. 

It develops, however, that there is a 
clause in the fratwhise which the 
members of Council evidently over- 
looked which provides that the oom- 
pany cannot Increase its present rates 
for a period of Ave years and that if 
the company does increase its rates, it 
will be necessary for Council to waive 
thiH provision of the franchise which 
says: 

"Provided, however, that for a 
period of five years after date when 
this franchise shall become operative, 
the company or person owning said 
franchise shall not charge a rate In 
excess of a rate hereinbefore permit 
ted to be charged when between 800 
and 121)0 telephones are installed. Af- 
ter the expiration of said Ave years the 
rates hereinbefore authorized shall be 
applicable without any limitation 
whatsoever." 

The Telephone Company is at pres- 
ent charging the rate provided for be- 
tween 800 and 1200 telephones and 
this clause In the franchise says they 
rannol inereuse that rate for a period 
of five years after the franchise be 
came effective. The franchise became 
effective on January lit, 1917, and the 
subecrlbers therefore has a right to 
receive service at the praaent rataa 
until January 1st, 1911. 

District Supertntsndent Veatoh 
stated this morning that It would be 
absolute necessity for the Maysville 
Telephone Company to be permitted to 
charge the Increase of 25 cents per 
subscriber per month asked of council 
because M the enormous Increase In 
the cost ot everything need by the 
Telephone Company In the up-)teep of 
its system. He proposed to Increase 
the cost of all telephones 25 cents per 
month and continue the discount of 25 
cents If tlic bill Is p^iid before the 16th 
of the month This practically means 
that the Telephone Company charges 
each subaortbor his dlscoimt each 
month. 

While at Hionday's meetinf of Coun- 
cil It appeared there was nothing to be 
done by Council and that all the Tele- 
phone Company would have to do was 
to prove to a coniiultteo of (!)ouncilmen 
that they had 12(l(i subficriherH and 
then add the extra charge to the bills, 
it now devetope that Counoll will have 
to take some action In waiving the 
city's right under the olanse'ot the 
traaoblss heretofore quoted Hinting 
them service at the praaeat ralas for 
two years longer and the aattir will 
come before Counoll at its regular 
meeting on next Monday aToalng.

losses in Mason county from the 
rain and wind storm ot' Sunday after- 
noon will mount into the thousands of 
dollars according the County Judge 
Purnell who has been informed of sev- 
eral heavy losses throughout the coun- 
ty. Loss of bridges alone will reach 
nearly |20,000, while the loeses in 
damage to pikes and roads is hardly 
reported to an extent upon which an 
estimate can be placed. 

Tbe bridge lossee thus far reported 
are: Two abutments on Cabin Creek, 
Just completed Saturday« two abut- 
ments at Maysllok, one bridge at 
Moransburg. one large bridge on the 
Fleming pike and one bridge on the 
Taylor Mill pike.

the equal suffrage amendment was de- 
feated. In 1919, when both Houses of 
Congress were Republican, the reso- 
lution was adopted. Hy far the greater 
part of the support for ilie resolution 
came from Republicans .'.ml the great- 
er part of the opposition yame from 
Datnoorata. The Democrats are silent 
about that part of the proceedings and 
center all their claims on thotact that 
the last aUto to ratify waa Democratic. 

"Tennessee Is located lii what is 
known In politics a.^ the 'Solid South.' 
Tennessee nearly always votes Demo- 
cratic and everyone admits that it is 
a Democratic state. After thirty-five 
atatea bad ratified the amendment and 
only one more state was needed, the^ 
Democrats made every effort to liaTe^ 
the thirty-sixth state Tlemocratls. Af- 
ter the ratincattou by Tennessee the 
Democratic ieadeis caino out with 
statements and claims tliat because the 
final state necessary to ratify the 
amendment was Democratic their 
party should receive all the credit."
